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News from your President 



Dear members, 

I am still amazed by the 
response to our appeal for 
donations to replace our aging 
kitchen equipment. 

Since the last magazine went to 
print, the Wednesday Card Club 
has made a donation of $300.00 
and the Hollandia Choir 
donated $340.00. Besides those 
two large donations, several 
individual members have donated various amounts 
ranging from $5.00 to $50.00. 

I find it difficult to find suitable words to express my 
own and the Committee’s gratitude to you all for those 
donations and I can assure you that they will all be put 
to good use. Meanwhile the new stove is performing as 
expected. 

We have also done a blitz on some kitchen safety issues 
and that resulted in the following action. 

A new microwave has been installed, (the old one had 
an un-repairable faulty switch) A 30 liter hot water urn 
has been purchased, which stops our volunteers walking 
around the hall on some occasions with jugs and kettles 
filled with boiling water to top up the Coffee urns. 

Two fluorescent lights have been purchased and 
installed above the kitchen benches. The old ones had 
no covers over the naked light tubes. 

An additional light has been installed on the upstairs 
landing outside the Neerlandia and DACWA offices. 
Two safety signs have been purchased to warn our 
members about wet floors, specially in the toilets. 
Another area of concern has arisen. West Australia is 
changing the composition of its natural gas and all 
equipment that was manufactured prior to 1980 could be 
declared dangerous and may even have to be replaced. 
Private households will get dangerous gas equipment 
replaced free of charge by the WA Government but non¬ 
profit making clubs such as Neerlandia do not qualify 
and are not eligible for financial assistance. 

I was also told by the relevant authorities that we do not 
even qualify to have the equipment inspected free of 
charge. 

When the gas fitter installed our new stove, I asked the 
young man if our deep fryers and other equipment could 
still be used with the new gas, but he had no idea what 
was involved. 


Is there a qualified gasfitter amongst our members, who 
can do us a favour and inspect the gas appliances in our 
kitchen and who can inform us if these appliances can 
still be used with the lesser quality gas that will be forced 
upon us and if not , can the equipment be updated or does 
it need to be replaced? 

If there is, we would like to hear from you. 

In the worst case scenario we could be up for up to $20,000, 
but of course before it goes that far we will have a good 
look at the need for all that equipment that is presently in 
our kitchen. 

Membership Fees: 

It is very concerning that over 100 members have not paid 
their 2011 membership fees as yet. If you are not sure 
whether you have paid your 2011 membership fee, please 
ring Margaret Baltes on: 9305 2434. Margaret looks after 
our membership register and has all the details on her 
computer. 

Secretaries of those clubs using our clubhouse on a regular 
basis will also be asked for their membership list, so that we 
can check that everyone is a financial member of 
Neerlandia, which of course is compulsory. 

Upcoming Functions: 

April and May are going to be very busy times with lots of 
functions and Private Members Parties. 

On Saturday the 16th of April DACWA has organized a 
seminar with lots of useful and necessary information. 

On Friday the 29th of April we will have our End of the 
Month Drinks again but this time with an Orange flavor. 

We will have a Children’s “Speelgoedruil en Kledingruil.” 
On Sunday the 1st of May we will hold an Open Day in the 
clubhouse to celebrate “Koninginne Dag.” 

On Saturday the 7th of May there is the Remembrance 
Service at the Dutch Annex of the Karakatta Cemetery 
followed by a get-together at 11.00 am at the Neerlandia 
clubhouse. The Dutch Singers will also attend. 

And on Sunday the 8th of May we have organised the 
customary Mother’s Day Brunch.

HAARLEM 

Haarlem is a municipality and a city in the Netherlands. It is the capital of the 
province of North Holland, which at one time was the most powerful of the seven 
provinces of the Dutch Republic. Haarlem lies in the northern part of the Randstad, 
the sixth-largest metropolitan area in Europe. 

By the end of 2010 Haarlem had a total population of 150,611 .The municipality of 
Haarlem also comprises part of the village of Spaarndam, a newer housing estate 
of this village forms part of the neighbouring municipality of Haarlemmerliede en Spaarnwoude. 

The city is located on the river Spaarne, about 20 km west of Amsterdam, near the coastal dunes. It has been the 
historical centre of the tulip bulb-growing district for centuries and bears the nickname 'Bloemenstad' (flower city), 
for this reason. 

THE MIDDLE AGES 

The oldest mentioning of Haarlem dates from the 10th century. The name comes from 
"Harulahem", which means 'place on sand covered with trees, higher than the others'. The 
location of the village was a good one: by the river Spaarne and by a major road going south 
to north. By the 12th century it was a fortified town, and Haarlem became the residence of the 
Counts of Holland. 

In 1219 the knights of Haarlem were laurelled by Count Willem I, because they had 
conquered the Egyptian port of Damietta (or Damiate in Dutch, present-day Dimyat) in the 
5th crusade. Haarlem received the right to bear the Count's sword and cross in its coat of arms. 
On 23 November 1245 Count Willem II granted Haarlem city rights. 

After a siege from the surrounding area of Kennemerland in 1270 a defensive wall was built 
around the city. In the 14th century the city expanded and the old defences proved to be not 
sufficiently strong anymore, so a 16 !/ 2 -metre high wall was built, complete with a 15-metre 
wide canal circling the city. 

THE GREAT FIRES 

In 1304 the Flemish threatened the city, but they were defeated by Witte van Haemstede at Manpad. 

All the city's buildings were made of wood, and fire was a great risk. In 1328 nearly the whole city burnt down. The 
Sint-Bavokerk (church) was severely damaged and rebuilding it would take more than 150 years. Again on 12 June 
1347 there was another fire in the city and a third large fire, in 1351, destroyed many buildings including the Count's 
castle and the city hall. The Count did not need a castle in Haarlem because his castle in Den Haag had taken over 
all functions. The Count donated the ground to the city and later a new city hall was built there. The shape of the old 
city was square—this was inspired by the shape of ancient Jerusalem. After every fire the city was rebuilt quickly, 
an indication of the wealth of the city in those years. 

The Black Death came to the city in 1381. According to an estimate by a priest from Leiden the disease killed 5,000 
people, about half the population at that time. 

In the 14th century Haarlem was a major city. It was the second largest city in historical Holland after Dordrecht and 
before Delft, Leiden, Amsterdam, Gouda and Rotterdam. In 1429 the city gained the right to collect tolls, including 
ships passing the city on the Spaarne river. At the end of the Middle Ages Haarlem was a flourishing city with a 
large textile industry, shipyards and beer breweries. 

On December 11, 1572 the Spanish army put Haarlem under siege and after seven months the city surrendered on 
July 13, 1573. Many soldiers of the army that defended the city were slaughtered; many of them were drowned in 
the Spaarne river. 

The city suffered once again a big fire In the night from October 22 to October 23, 1576. The combined result of the 
siege and the fire was that about a third of the city was destroyed. 

The Spanish left in 1577 and a large influx of Flemish and French immigrants made the city prosper again. The new 
citizens had a lot of expertise in linen and silk trading, and the city's population grew from 18,000 in 1573 to around 
40,000 in 1622. Haarlem's linen became world famous and the city flourished, just like the rest of the country: the 
Golden Age in the United Provinces had started.

BEER BREWING 

Haarlem was a major beer producer in the Netherlands. The majority of the beer it produced was consumed in 
Noord-Holland. During the Spanish siege there were about 50 brewing companies in the city; while 45 years later 
in 1620 the city numbered in the vicinity of 100 breweries. 


TULIPS 

In the 1630s, Haarlem was (and still is) a major trading centre for tulips and it 
was the epicenter during tulip mania, when outrageous prices were paid for tulip 
bulbs. As Haarlem slowly expanded southwards, so did the bulb fields, and even 
today rail travelers between Rotterdam and Amsterdam will see beautiful 
blooming bulb fields on the stretch between Leiden and Haarlem in Spring. 

The textile industry, which had always been an important pillar of Haarlem's 
economy, was in a bad shape at the beginning of the 19th century. Strong 
international competition, and revolutionary new production methods based on 
steam engines by then in use in England, dealt a death blow to Haarlem's 
industry. 

In the mid 19th century the city's economy slowly started to improve. New 
factories were opened, and a number of large companies were founded in 
Haarlem. In 1911 Anthony Fokker showed his plane, de Spin to the audience in 
Haarlem by flying around the Sint-Bavokerk on Queen's Birthday.

20TH CENTURY 

On May 1, 1927 the municipality of Schoten became part of Haarlem, as well as part of Spaarndam, Bloemendaal 
and Heemstede. The population increased at once with 31,184 citizens. 

The city went through rough times during the Great Depression of 1930s. 


World War II 

During World War II Hannie Schaft worked for a Dutch resistance group. From September 17 to September 21, 
1944, parts of Haarlem-Noord were evacuated by the Germans to make place for a defensive line. The stadium of 
HFC Haarlem, the soccer club, was demolished. Hundreds of people had to leave their houses and were forced to 
stay with other citizens. 


TODAY 

Haarlem is a paradise for tourists. Its compact city centre is brimming with historical sites, musea and other places 
of interest. 

150 Years ago the city of Haarlem was surrounded by walls, towers, ditches and city gates. 

What remains today is the Amsterdamse Poort (gate) or Spaamwouder. The gate is dating from around 1355. The 
Haarlemmer gate is facing the city of Amsterdam. 

Nice to know: In Amsterdam there is a Haarlemmer Poort (gate) which is facing the city of Haarlem. 


Central Railway Station is located on the Oude Lijn, the original train line linking Amsterdam to Zandvoort and 
Amsterdam to Leiden. The station building itself is a Rijks Monument. The municipality of Haarlem is currently 
working on a plan to upgrade the area near the railway station.

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The decline of the Seven Provinces 


The Golden Age and the Decline of the Seven 
Provinces and the once mighty VOC. 

(Verenigde Oostindiese Compagnie). 

It was during the Crusades 
that those living in the 
western parts of Europe got 
acquainted with those 
delicious spices and 
gorgeous silk products from 
the far east. But long before 
these momentous 
happenings, merchants from 
Genua and especially from 
Venice were already in 
control of this trade. 

Caravans laden with 
desirable goods were 
continually arriving, after a 
perilous journey through 
often hostile countries and deserts, in the harbours of 
Jaffa (Israel) 
and Alexandria 
(Egypt) The 
Venetians 
bought these 
treasures and 
distributed 
them through 
their various settlements in the Mediterranean area. 
This made the Venetians a wealthy and powerful 
community. 

Enterprising Portuguese traders were the first to break 
this monopoly in 1497 and sailed under Vasco da 
Gama round the Cape of Good Hope to Malacca and 
the East Indian Islands (Indonesia). The Dutch traders 
in those days sailed to Lisbon in Portugal to buy these 
exotic wares at more competitive prices than the 
Venetians were offering. This profitable trade came 
to a sudden end. In 1578, when Spanish armies 
occupied Portugal under the Duke of Alva on orders 
from King Philips II ,as the last reigning King had 
died without leaving a legal issue. 

It had now become dangerous for the Dutch ships as 
enemy Spanish forces confiscated the often fully 
laden vessels leaving Lisbon as the 80 year war 
between the rebellious Provinces and Spain was 
already in its tenth year. Undeterred the Dutch sailors 
soon discovered the route the Portuguese had 
pioneered and soon set sail for those faraway exotic 
lands. 

But the Spanish sailors quickly acted and captured the 
Dutch ships wherever they could and so the Dutch 
then tried to find a northern route. We all know the 
traumatic stories from Willem Barentsz and Jacob 
van Heemskerk on the frozen island of Nova Zembla 


during 1595/1596. 

Convinced that there must be a way to beat the Spanish 
foe, a group of nine merchants joined together and 
formed 'De Compagnie van Verre'. In 1595 they were 
ready and four ships, armed with canon, left the isle of 
Texel for Malacca under the command of Pieter 
Dirksz. Keijser and chief merchant Comelis Houtman. 
On arrival the group found that the Portuguese had told 
the locals that the Dutch were pirates and a murderous 
lot. No business could be done and in 1597 the ships 
arrived home with empty holds. The next expedition 
had to return as well after Comelis Houtman was killed 
after a dispute with a local leader. 

The glowing stories by the sailors of the riches they 
saw in those tropical lands spurred more merchants to 
equip ships for their long journey. It did not take long 
that these Dutch merchants were bidding against each 
other to fill the holds of their ships with those precious 
spices, silks and beautiful exotic timber, much to the 
joy of the local sultans. These various groups even 
fought with each other. 

It was realized that a solution had to be found as 
already eight companies were competing with each 
other in 1601 on the local markets. 

The 'Staten Generaal' with Johan van Oldenbamevelt 
ordered these eight companies to come together and 
hammer out a solution. And so the V.O.C. (Verenigde 
Oost Indiese Compagnie) was formed in 1602 with a 
capital of six and a half million guilders, a huge fortune 
in those days. 

Amsterdam took up 50% of the shares issued, 
Middelburg 25% and the cities Rotterdam, Delft, 
Enkhuizen and Hoom each one sixteenth. Each city 
formed a 'Chamber', so al together there were six 
chambers with a total of 60 'Bewindhebbers' (Chief 
Officers) By increasing the number of shares, each 
Chamber could appoint more Chief Officers and it did 
not take long to reach a total of 73. To make the 
organisation workable, 17 'Heeren' (Gentlemen) were 
chosen who were responsible for the day to day 
business. This group was known as 'De Kamer van 
Zeventienen' (the Chamber of Seventeen). 

The newly formed V.O.C. obtained an 'Octrooi' for 21 
years from the government, giving the company the 
sole right of trading in the Indies. Anyone who broke 
this law could be imprisoned and had his ship and 
goods forfeited. The Portuguese were quickly driven 
out of the archipelago while the Dutch merchants were 
spreading out over the many islands. In 1619 the Sultan 
of Jacatra surrendered and his capital destroyed. The 
new Governor Jan Pietersz Coen decided to relocate 
from Ambon, rebuilt the city and named it Batavia. 

The war with Spain continued unabated, Admiral Jacob 
van Heemskerk died in 1607 during a naval 
engagement near Gibraltar. But even during their

during the 1st Crusade 
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struggle against the Spanish overlords, the enterprising 
Dutch still took the opportunity to lay the foundation 
stone for 'De Beurs' (Exchange) in Amsterdam. 

They also formed the 'Noordse Maatschappij voor 
Walvisvaart' in 1613 while Groningen built a 
university in 1614. Prince Maurits is appointed 
'Stadhouder' of the provinces Groningen and Drente in 
1620. Piet Heyn surprised the Spanish Silverfleet in 
the West Indies and arrived home in 1628 with his 
captured prizes. Admiral Maarten Harpertsz Tromp 
partly destroyed a Spanish naval group during an 
engagement near Duins in 1639. 

It is clear from recorded history that the determined 
Dutch people did not sit down to lament their fate and 
do nothing to improve their position. Stadhouder 
Frederik Hendrik, who succeeded Prince Maurits, 
recaptured's Hertogenbosch from the Spanish in 1629. 

Utrecht got 
a university 
in 1636 and 
in that 
same year 
the 

Portuguese 
were 

driven out 
of Brazil. 
Those were 
the roaring 

days of the unstoppable entrepreneurs of the Seven 
Provinces who welded their nation into a worldwide 
respected power with Amsterdam as its center. Finally 
the two long time adversaries negotiated for peace in 
1648 known as 'de Vrede van Munster'. 

During all these years of warfare with Spain, mostly 
fought on both sides with hired troops (Germans and 
Swiss), the tough Dutch merchants in Holland and 
Zeeland managed to build very profitable businesses. 
In tandem science and the arts developed to a high 
level with names like Christiaan Huygens, Rembrandt, 
Jan Steen, Frans Hals, van Dijck, Joost van den 
Vondel, Hugo de Groot and many others. 

Fleets left Holland's harbours to fish for herring and in 
the arctic for whales 

Their ships with their tricolour flags waving from their 
mastheads were well known in the Baltic Sea. The 
VOC and the WIC (West Indiese Compagnie') ships 
were a co mm on sight on their way to the East and West 
Indies, heavily loaded with trade both ways. The Dutch 
were the 'movers' of the world, with Amsterdam as 
their base and showing their power with their 
magnificent 'Stadhuis' on the Dam. 

Enormous wealth was mainly accumulated by the 
effort of the merchants as a strong central government 
was missing because in the course of time towards 


1700 many governors, with their appointed relations 
and friends, had divided the many well paid positions. 
The postal monopoly was worth a fortune but only the 
city of Rotterdam collected the monies for the 
community's benefit, elsewhere that money went into 
the pockets of the governors and friends. As a result 
the army and the once mighty fleet suffered badly for 
lack of sufficient funding 

The decline became evident; in 1650 Amsterdam was 
the main city in Europe; in 1720 London had taken 
over; Formosa (Taiwan) was lost to the Chinese and 
in the Indies the Chinese became a rising power 
towards 1740, culminating in violence during which 
the city of Batavia was partly destroyed. 

Disunity in the Seven Provinces was no help either, 
Prince Johan Willem Friso was acknowledged as 
Stadhouder in Friesland, Groningen, Drente and 
Gelderland, but not in Holland, Zeeland and Utrecht 
where he was hardly known. Furthermore there was 
not much interchange between the provinces, mainly 
because of language problems as no universal Dutch 
language was in existence. The French invaded the 
southern provinces and in their need, Holland and 
Zeeland appointed Johan Willem Friso not only to 
Stadhouder but also Captain General of all the forces. 
He drowned near the Moerdijk on 14th June 1711 
when his ferry capsised. He was succeeded by Prince 
Willem Karel Hendrik Friso who was appointed 
Stadhouder of all the Seven Provinces under the name 
of Willem IV. Peace with France was made on the 
30th of April 1748 at Aken. 

While the 'Staten Generaal' had lost direction, the 
many merchants were still doing a roaring business. 

As the fleet was neglected, the English took advantage 
and confiscated as many trading vessels as they could. 
They even took possession of the American and West 
Indiese settlements for a short time. But here the 
French helped the Dutch regaining these possession 
against allayment of three million guilders. Thankfully 
peace with England was signed on 20 May 1784. 

Then came the upheaval in France, where King Louis 
XVI and his wife Mary Antoinette lost their heads on 
the scaffold during the revolution that spilled all over 
Europe. During the severe winter of 1794/95 the Seven 
Provinces lost their independence to the raggedy 
forces of Marshall Pichegru, encouraged by the Dutch 
General Daendels. Willem V and his family escaped to 
England where he died in 1806. The English declared 
war on Holland and confiscated all overseas 
possessions. The bankrupt VOC was dissolved in 
1795, four years after the demise of the WIC (West 
Indiese Compagnie). 

And so the end had come to the once mighty 
Provinces.
